At the outbreak of the European 
war the proprietors of transoceanic 
lines found themselves unable to se­ 
cure marine insurance except at pro­ 
hibitive rates. 
At their request and 
because shipping was essential lo the 
welfare of all our people the govern­ 
ment provided a system of marine in­ 
surance which enabled the owners of 
these great liners to secure insurance 
at reasonable rates. 
It 
thus 
broke 
the stranglehold which the marine in­ 
surance companies had fastened upon 
those engaged in deep sea traffic. But 
it soon developed that notwithstand­ 
ing this governmental assistance the 
transoceanic lines continued to ex­ 
tract from our shippers an extortion­ 
ate tribute. 
Ii was further manifest 
that Hie turbulent eonditoins in Europe 
might seriously impair the ability of 
our shippers and travelers to reach 
foreign ports, and that an emergency 
might at any moment arise when an 
auxiliary navy would be necessary to 
support our war vessels.

Foreign diplomats have not hesitat­ 
ed to abuse their privilege of resi­ 
dence. and immunity by attempting to 
stir up strife within 
our 
borders. 
They 
have 
impudently

proclamations of foreign potentates^, 
warning our people from

'rhev have endeavored to close

Thus has been pursued a course 
at many times insolent, at ail times 
aggravating and intolerable. 
Seldom, if ever, in all history has 
an administration been confronted by- 
problems so difficult ar.-l by circum 
stances so grave. 
Our own people

Mr. Grasty does 
not 
look the 52 
years that 
have 
passed 
since 
his 
birth was recorded in Fincastle, Va 
If his age were 
given 
at a decade 
less it would scarcely be questioned. ! 
He is 
just 
back 
from 
Europe, 
w here he acted as w’ar correspondent 
for the 
Associated 
Press, 
Kansas 
City Star and New York Times. 
He 
collected his information at first hand 
and his talks have an intimate touch 
that render them tremendously effec­ 
tive. 
“It is a great pleasure to again visit 
Missouri/* he said, “and to have au­ 
diences listen with apparent interest. 
to the message I bring. 
“While I was born in Virginia, 
I 
reckon Missouri my home. 
My par­ 
ents located in Audrain county, Mo., 
and it 
was 
there 
I 
received 
the 
greater part of 
my education, finish­ 
ing at the State University at Colum­ 
bia. 
His Start in Newspaper Work. 
“My first 
work 
was 
teaching 
a 
country school 
in 
Audrain county, 
hut I yearned even then for newspa­ 
per w’ork, and the first job I had w’as 
with the Intelligencer in Mexico, Mo. 
Later I worked in Sedalia and was on 
the highway to a metropolitan career, 
as I thought.** 
The beginning of Mr. Grasty's m et­ 
ropolitan career was not so brilliant 
as the moves that came to him after­ 
ward. 
“I began,** he said, “my work as a 
reporter on 
the 
old 
Kansas 
City 
Times at the munificent salary of $7 
a week. 
I 
earned 
my salary those 
days. I can not say so much of the 
later days. I filled many positions on 
the old Times, and in a way I made 
a success. It was in 1881 that I w’ent 
to that paper and it was in 1890 that 
I left. 
“There was a real estate boom in 
Kansas City while I was there, 
and 
when that was done about all I had 
left was the experience I had gained 
in the nine years. I was not the own- 
cr of the Times when I left, 
but I 
had an interest in it. 
Buys Baltimore News on Credit. 
“Then I 
went 
to 
Baltimore. 
I 
bought the Baltimore New’s for $200,- 
000. I bought it on credit, 
for I was 
‘fiat broke* when I reached the Mary­ 
land metropolis. 
But 
I 
put all my 
soul into the enterprise and had the 
satisfaction of seeing 
the 
paper be­ 
come a success. 
“Just how’ much of a success may 
be gleaned from the fact that when I 
sold the News the price paid was $1,- 
500,000. 
Of course, I wrant you to un­ 
derstand that I did not get all this 
money. I owned a controling interest 
only. 
I also had other newspaper in­ 
terests in Baltimore. 
“Later I went to 
St. 
Paul 
and 
bought into the Pioneer Press and 
Dispatch, but did not remain there. 
“Being fancy free and independent,” 
he continued, “I concluded I would re­ 
turn to my original work as a report­ 
er and ‘cover* the European war. 
I 
think now’, as I did when I was a re­ 
porter, that the work of reporting is 
the most important work in a news­ 
paper, and I plunged in and did the 
best I could 
for 
more 
than 
six 
months.” 
Mr. Grasty has been invited to de­ 
liver addresses at Columbia, St. Jo­ 
seph and Kansas City on prepared­ 
ness. 
Tells of Interest in Missouri. 
“This little tour gives me untold 
j pleasure,” he said. 
“It was in St. Jo­ 
seph that I was m arried in 1889.

was in Columbia that I finished my 
education, and it was in Kansas City 
that I made my first important plunge 
in the newspaper business.

ents are buried in Audrain county,
